Mr*  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  upon  the  health  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1949. 

The  Birth-rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  mid-1949  was  15.6  compared  with  20,37  for 

1948. 

2.0 

The  Death-rate  (S^per  thousand  live  .iiiTT^irtlTl-  births)  of  infants  under  12  months  old  shows 
a  decrease  on  the  previous  year  with  a  death-rate  of  40  per  thousand,  and  remains  well  below  the 
rates  of  59.9  and  59.2  in  1944  and  1945  respectively. 

The  Death-rate  for  the  Borough  (13,7  per  1,000  estimated  population)  although  slightly 
higher  than  10,8  for  1948,  remained  low. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  was  comparatively  small,  there  being 
no  outstanding  incidence.  Not  one  single  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified.  This  fact  is  very 
gratifying  and  undoubtedly  proves  the  value  of  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  adopted  the  Model  By-Laws  for  the  wrapping,  handling  and 
distribution  of  food,  and  application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  confirmation.  Regular 
routine  visits  are  paid  to  all  food  premises  and  food  is  under  supervision  in  manufacture  and  dis¬ 
tribution, 

Repurcussions  from  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  in  a  neighbouring  district  necessitated  the 
following-up  of  contacts  and  cases  and  exemplified  in  its  nature  the  necessity  for  the  adoption  of 
stringent  measures  for  supervision  of  communal  feeding. 

In  October  Mr,  P.  E.  Berry  retired  from  the  position  of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  after  over 
50  years  service  with  the  Corporation,  43  years  of  which  were  spent  in  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Mr*  Berry  was  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  when  I  took  office  in  1937  and  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  to 
his  great  loyalty  to  me,  and  the  value  of  his  service  to  the  department.  He  has  seen  many  changes 
in  the  Borough  during  the  years  which  he  has  so  unstintingly  given  to  the  improvement  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Public  Cleansing  Services  in  which  he  was  so  intensely  interested,  and  I  wish  him  a  long 
and  happy  retirement, 

Mr,  A.  Gillibrand,  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  was  promoted  to  the  office  of  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  following  Mr,  Berry's  retirement. 

It  is  interesting  to  report  that  a  new  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  in  January  at  Chorley 
Road  Methodist  School,  Swinton,  and  serves  a  much  needed  requirement  at  that  end  of  the  district. 

With  regard  to  the  school  child,  I  found  during  my  medical  inspections  in  schools,  that  the 
general  nutrition  of  the  school  child  has  been  well  maintained. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  help  and  consideration, to  my  colleagues  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation,  and 
to  my  staff  for  their  loyal  support,

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


The  water  supply  for  the  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  areas  of  the  Borough  is  received  from 
the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  and  that  for  the  Clifton  area  from  the  Bolton  Corporation. 
Both  supplies  were  kept  under  constant  supervision  and  proved  generally  satisfactory  in  both 
Quality  and  quantity. 

A  total  of  2002  dwellinghouses  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  during  the  year  and  7364  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose.  Dif¬ 
ficulty  is  still  experienced  in  obtaining  repairs  to  dwellinghouses  and  little,  if  any, progress 
was  made  during  the  year  in  alleviating  the  position.  The  main  obstacles  in  this  respect  app¬ 
ear  to  be  the  scarcity  of  building  materials  and  increased  cost  of  building  repairs. 

962  complaints  were  investigated  'during  the  year,  resulting  in  876  notices  being 
served  requiring  various  works  to  be  carried  out.  803  houses  in  respect  of  which  notices  had 
been  served  by  the  Department  were  rendered  fit  for  habitation  during  the  year. 

Progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  new  houses,  96  dwellings  being  erected  during 
1949.  Considerable  work,  however,  remains  to  be  done  in  order  to  remedy  unsuitable  living  con¬ 
ditions  and  overcrowding. 

Tables  VIII  to  IX  give  details  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year. 


FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

The  milk  and  food  supplies  within  the  Borough  were  under  constant  supervision  and  all 
premises  connected  with  the  production  and/or  sale  of  food  were  regularly  inspected,  1610  visits 
of  inspection  being  made  to  such  premises  during  the  year.  Details  of  inspections  are  given 
in  Table  3X. 

Table  XIII  gives  particulars  of  food  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  during 
1949,  It  has  been  gratifying  to  note  the  co-operation  shown  by  the  local  shop-keepers  in  bring¬ 
ing  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  any  foods  which  they  suspected  as  not  being  wholesome.  Reg¬ 
ular  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken  during  the  year,  particulars  of  which  are  shown  in 
Table  XM. 

The  various  milk  supplies  of  the  Borough  were  subjected  to  bacteriological  and  bio¬ 
logical  tests,  the  results  of  which  are  shown  in  Table  XIV.  In  addition  samples  of  milk  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis  and  of  62  samples  taken  2  wore  found  to 
be  adulterated.  Taken  generally,  it  can  be  stated  that  the  milk  supplies  have  been  maintained 
at  a  high  standard  of  quality  and  cleanliness.

RODENT  CONTROL.  During  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  house  to  house  search,  surface  treatments 
were  carried  out  at  254  premises  comprising  197  dwelling  houses,  24  Local  Authority  premises,  and 
installations  and  33  business  and  industrial  premises.  The  house  to  house  search  and  visits  to 
treatments  necessitated  5,727  primary  and  1,420  re-visits. 

During  the  year  free  services  were  continued  at  dwelling  houses  following  the  adoption  by  the 
Health  Committee  in  1948  of  the  provisions  of  Circular  NS  19  of  the  Hinistry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  Treatments  at  business  premises  continued  to  be  invoiced. 

The  work  of  sewer  treatment  during  the  year  comprised  two  complete  sewer  maintenance  treatments, in 
March  and  September,  and  in  addition  10  per  cent  of  the  sewer  manholes  were  test  baited  in  August, 

River  Irwell.  Following  discussions  with  representatives  of  adjoining  local  authorities,  a  survey 
and  search  of  the  south  bank  of  the  river  was  carried  out  early  in  the  year  from  the  Kearsley 
boundary  to  Agecroft  Bridge,  a  distance  of  approximately  3-^  miles,  and  of  Fletcher's  Canal,  now 
disused,  which  runs  parallel  with,  but  some  20  feet  above  the  River  level  for  a  distance  of  about 
1^  miles.  In  collaboration  with  the  neighbouring  authorities  of  Prostwich,  Uhitefield,  Kearsley 
and  Salford,  a  treatment  was  commenced  on  June  20th  and  continued  until  August  15th  1949;  this  was 
carried  out  without  engaging  additional  labour.  Three  large  industrial  concerns  with  property 
adjoining  the  river  bank,  were  treated  at  the  same  time.  Altogether,  over  2,150  bait  points  were 
treated  during  the  campaign  which  was  carried  out  under  difficult  conditions  caused  by  the  rank 
growth  of  vegetation  and  the  precipitous,  and  at  times,  dangerous  conditions  of  the  river  bank. 

The  full  records  of  all  these  treatments  were  transmitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fish¬ 
eries  whose  Divisional  Rodent  Inspectors  maintain  an  inspection  of  the  work  in  progress. 
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MILK  PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION.  The  transfer  of  functions  of  nilk  and  dairies 
administration  which  took  place  during  the  year  made  the  inspection  of  farms  the 
responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  at  the  same  time 
necessitated  the  registration  of  milk  distributors  through  the  district.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  76  milk  distributors  were  registered,  and  84  licences  were  issued 
for  the  sale  of  designated  milks.

Table  XV  gives  particulars  of  the  occurrence  of  Infectious  Diseases  within 
the  Borough  during  1949.  Of  a  total  of  562  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notif¬ 
ied,  115  were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  316  were  cases  of  Measles  and  74  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  outstand¬ 
ing,  there  being  not  one  single  case  notified  during  the  year.  The  steady 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  annually  since  1944  gives  ample  evidence 
of  the  effectiveness  of  immunisation. 

The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  since  1944  is  as  follows;-  1944  -  115; 
1945  -  84;  1946  -  30;  1947  -  3;  1948  -  2;  1949  -  Nil. 

113  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  53  of  whom 
Were  under  5  years  of  age.  In  addition  to  this,  637  children  were  given  boosting 
doses;  a  further  415  children  received  a  combined  course  of  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

14  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  notified  during  the  year,  3  of  which 
proved  fatal. 

Particulars  of  Tuberculosis  notifications  and  deaths  during  1949  are  shown 
in  Tables  XVI  and  XVII.  The  work  in  connection  with  the  care  and  after-care  of 
tuberculous  patients  is  carried  out  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

There  is  an  increase  in  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  but  these 
were  of  a  mild  type  and  the  majority  of  cases  were  nursed  at  home.

To  The  Worshipful  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 
of  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury, 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

All  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping  (1)  on  the  Cheetham  Road  Housing  Site 
which  was  made  up  and  completed  in  July,  and  (2)  at  Nelson  Fold,  Pendlebury.  At  this  latter  tip  the 
culverting  of  the  Slack  Brook  continues,  and  in  the  meantime  tipping  has  to  continue  under  some  dif¬ 
ficulty  on  account  of  the  length  of  haul  on  the  tip  itself.  This  haul  is  occasioned  by  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  avoiding  interference  with  the  culverting  of  the  Brook. 

After  the  successful  appeal  of  certain  landlords  against  notices  to  supply  new  dustbins,  a 
Municipal  Bin  Replacement  Scheme  was  instituted  by  the  Corporation  in  September  as  a  direct  charge  on 
the  rates,  and  the  preliminary  pressure  put  on  this  scheme  was  some  indication  of  the  need  for  renewal 
of  many  of  the  existing  bins.  Altogether  373  bins  were  invoiced,  and  708  bins  were  provided  under 
the  scheme  which  provide*  bins  at  dwelling-houses  only. 

In  October,  the  11,3  cube  yard  S  &  0  Freighter  ordered  the  year  previously  came  into  ser¬ 
vice,  making  the  number  of  refuse  collection  vehicles  in  use  5,  viz.  4  Freighters  of  11.3  cubic  yards 
capacity  and  one  of  8,9  cubic  yards. 

The  further  deterioration  of  the  existing  Albion  refuse  collector,  and  the  Morris  Waggon 
used  for  Pig  Swill  Collection,  made  it  necessary  to  scrap  the  Morris  and  place  the  Albion  on  waste 
food  collection  and  salvage  of  paper  etc. 

A  Ford  3  ton  Dual  Purpose  Refuse  Collector  was  ordered  with  a  view  to  replacing  the  Albion 
as  soon  as  possible. 

A  feature  of  the  Refuse  Collection  Service  has  been  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  the  teams 
on  the  waggons;  men  are  loathe  to  take  up  this  work  and  stay  often  only  a  few  days.  These  constant 
changes  make  extremely  difficult  the  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  routine  of  emptying,  and  it  is 
very  discouraging  to  be  constantly  endeavouring  to  meet  ones  obligation  with  depleted  crews. 

The  frequency  of  emptying  fluctuates  very  greatly  according  to  the  district  affected, 

reaching  sometimes  7  days,'  only  to  fall  away  in  periods  of  holiday,  sickness  and  labour  shortage. 

Communal  wastefood  receptacles  are  emptied  twice  weekly  and  the  contents  are  delivered  to 
Bolton  Corporation  for  concentration.  During  the  year  ZOOmtons  9^  cwts.  of  waste  food  were  col¬ 
lected  and  the  sum  of  £508.  4.  0.  was  received  therefor. 

The  volume  of  salvage  collected  during  the  year  was  satisfactory,  and  particulars  are  given 
in  Table  XX.  The  revenue  from  this  source  yielded  £2963.  1.  1.  an  increase  of  £91.  17.  9,  over 

the  previous  twelve  months. 

An  incentive  bonus  of  £604.  1.  10.  was  divided  amongst  the  men  in  the  Cleansing  Department 

during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  all  the 
men  engaged  on  cleansing  work  for  their  assistance  during  the  year,
